Symptoms, signs and mode c:f 
death should be leportcd, with ;ipproiuiaie 
macroscopic and microscopic findings where neces¬ 
sary.

3.2 T-ong term toxicity Long term toxicitv (see 
Appendix I, item 1..3) sbould be carried out in at 
least two mammalian species, ot which one sbctuld 
be a non-rodent. The cluraticm ol study will depend 
on whetlier the appliration is lor marketing per¬ 
mission or lor clinical irial, and in the lattir i.isc. 
on the jjhase ol tiials (see Appendix III). It a sice- 
cies is known to metaboli.'e the drug in the same 
way as hiim.ins, it sliould be preterred. 

In long term toxicity .studies the drug should be 
administered 7 days a week Iry the route ini ended 
lor clinical use in humans.

(a) The first group of FDC includes those in 
whidi one or more of the active ingre¬ 
dients is a new drug. Such FDC are treat¬ 
ed in, the same way as any other new 
drug, both for clinical trials and for mar. 
keting permission (see rule 122 E, item (a)). 

(b) The second group of FDC includes those 
in which active ingredients already approv- 
ed|marketcd individually are combined for 
the first time, for a particular claim and 
where the ingredients are likely to have sig¬ 
nificant interaction of a pharmacodynamic 
or pharmacokinetic nature (see rule I22E, 
item (cj ) . For permission to carry out cli¬ 
nical trials with such FDC, a summary 
of available pharmacological; toxicological 
and clinical data dn the individual ingre¬ 
dients should be submitted, alongwith the 
rationale for combining them in me pro¬ 
ved ratio. In addition, acute toxicity 
Mta (LD 50) and pliarmacolog^cal data 
should be submitted on the individual in¬ 
gredients as well as their combination in 
the proposed ratio. If clinical trials have 
oecn carried out with the FDO in other 
countries, reports of such triaH should be 
submitted.

(d) The fourth group of FDC includes those

are unlikely to have significant interaction 
ofl a pharmacodynamic or pharmacokinetic 
nature.
